It is seldomed that we arecalled 
upon to chronicle a more dastardly 
and cowardly outrages than that. 
which occurred last week on the 
Savannah Florida and Western 
Ratlroad. A well dressed colored 


was

apart for passengers entitled to | 
first-class fare, as she had aright 
to do. When the train arrived at 
Waycross a party of white men 
entered thecar one of whom. be- 
came indignant at ber presence 
and ordered her to go iuto the 
‘jim crow” car, which she rightly 
refused to do, having paid first} 
class fare, The young white fellow 
then got angry and gave her fifteen 
minutes to move out. 

At the next station he telegraph- 
ed to Jesup stating the facts, and 
when the train reached the point 
a gang of white men some seven 
or eight entered the -car and or- 
dered her out. She refused at 
first but the cowardly scoundrels 
become threatening, the 
lady started up to look for the 
couductor when she was pushed 
along by the ‘committee’ as they 
called themselves who tried to 
force her through the door. Just 
before reaching the door however, 
she took aseat and declared she 
would go no further, when two 
of the brutes forcibly dragged her 
from thé seat’ towards the door, the 
outraged lady crying oat for help 
and clinging tothe door. 

At this time the train started 

and the ruffians being in danger 
of being carried off, hurriedly left 
the car threatening to get even 
with the ‘‘damned wench” some 
day. This is the first outrage of the 
kind ever perpetrated on this road 
so far as we know, and it certainly 
is disgraceful to the ‘‘New South.”

Giesboro picnics.” I did not be- 
lieve that the Honurable Com-~ 
missiouers of this District, would 
strike down even the meauest 
citizen without first giving bim a 
1air and impartial hearing, aud a 
chance to coufront his maliguers 
with full and fair testimony of the 
animus of their action. 

Having been at last furnished 
with a copy of the letter upon 
which the action of your honor- 
able body is based, I desire toask 
why the ex-parte motion? Why 
this absence of notice to the de 
fendant in a case of such vital 
importance tv him? Why not 
give him due and timely notice 
by summons or otherwise, so that 
as a good and law abiding citizen 
he may take due notice thereof 
and be enabled to govern himself 
accordivgly ?

For though the letter has been 
so carefully worded as to exclude 
any reference to color, yetit is a 
matter of such notoriety that the 
Baltimore Sun mention that “this 
resort has become a special fa- 
vorite of colored picnic parties,” 
The evidence in this case is to 
my mind “plain as proof of holy 
writ,” that this is an attempt, as 
I have betore stated, to prevent 
reputable colored people from 
having picnics trere. I cannot 
believe that the Honorable Com- 
missioners would lead themselves 
to any such nefarious scheme, and 
although the action taken was 
without any warning or notice to 
me of any kind whuatsvever, and 
although I was not even notitied 
afterwards of the action taken, I 
compel myself to entertaiv the 
thought, that. the Honorable Com- 
missioners have been serious! 
misled aud over-reached in this 
matter, which is of vital impor- 
tance to the colored people of this 
District. 

In conclusion I desire here and 
now to deny the truth of every 
and each material allegation con- 
taived in the letter, upon which 
this hasty action has been taken, 
and challenge*to the proof each

WHY MR. DOUGLASS WAS __ DiIs- 

_ CHARGED. HIS LETTER TO THE 
RECORDER. 


Mr. James M. Trotter, who de-~ 
nied of having been a party to 
the discharge of Mr. Fred.
